Popular Science News, to which we an* 
indebted for the foregoing description, tells 
also of nn electro magnetic top, an Inge 
iiious French toy, which is in effect a min¬ 
iature dynamo machine. The ititeiior is 
divided into two parts, only one of which 
rotates while the top la spinning. In ono 
compartment are placed three small mug- 
nets, as shown at 2 in tho second cut.

The patentri cousist according to 
Popular Science Ncwm in making guns 
cast from tho liighcst gnulo of steel to 
aliaiie around it central core. This central 
core Is utilized for tho purpose of cooling 
the casting from the interior while tlie ex¬ 
terior iHMtili hot. Tlie cooling prooc.v* thus 
begin* from the Interior and work* out, 
directly tho reverse of the ordinary way. 
The na tal is forced, us it were, from tho 
Interior outwardly, thereby avoiding tho 
creation of a hard, resisting arch on the 
exterior of tho casting, at which point tho 
full intensity of the high power force exer¬ 
cised by the exploding ingredients within 
the gun exert* Itself. It makes the interior 
of tho gun, where tho greatest strain is 
felt, the toughest ami hardest part, and tho 
soft and spongiest part of the exterior, 
which tliuii acts somewhat after the man¬ 
ner of a cushion. This Is directly tho re¬ 
verse of the old stylo guns, In which the 
spongiest part is on the Interior. Auother 
important imiut is the method in which 
the metal is cast. A revolving motion is 
given it. which makes the grain spiral.

The posts of a post and wire fence, to 
turn cattle and horses, should bo of wood 
of the ordinary size for rail or board 
fence, and set in the ground three fpet. 
Tho wire is preferable galvanized, and 
the two strand superior to the single 
wire, since the contraction and expansion 
exert romparntif Jly little strain on the 
posts. As has been suggested, nt every 
corner and at each end of the fence there 
should bo brace posts to prevent the 
drawing sidewiso of the posts.

Fig. 1 in tho first cut represents a 
young tree when first set ont, It grew 
with a single stem and a few side shoots. 
These were cut off ns represented, so ns 
to form the framework of the new head. 
In the course of a year or two, and by 
rubbing off needless shoots as they start, 
the head Is made to assume the form 
represented by Fig. 2 . By ft little yearly 
attention in removing supernumerary 
shoots as they start the tree is gradually 
brought into the regular shape in bear¬ 
ing (represented after the leaves have 
fallen) shown by Fig. 1 in the second 
cut. Fig. 2 in the second cut represents 
the tree of equal age and culture, but 
with no attention given it for forming a 
symmetrical head, distorted in shape. 
In a few more V'oars the owner will find 
it necessary to cut off with the ax or saw 
gome of the large limbs which have 
grown oat of limits or proportion, leav¬ 
ing large wounds several inches in diam¬ 
eter, injuring the health and vigor of 
the tree and endangering decay at the 
matilatcd points.

Contradictory KfTecU of Plaster explained 

Through nil times plaster has been re¬ 
garded bynrnny as a direct and very 
valuable plant food, especially for clover. 
By othora it has been regarded ns of no 
value for tlio good reason that no visible 
effects followed its use. In tho light of 
more recent knowledge snch contradict¬ 
ory phenomena are apparently well ex¬ 
plained, says Rural New Yorker. Plas¬ 
ter sets tho fixed or insoluble potash of 
the soil free—that is to say, the sulphu¬ 
ric acid of the plaster combines with the 
fixed potash of tho soil, forming sulphate 
of potash which is solublo. So, too, it 
may act upon tho carbonato of ammonia 
of tho soil, which is volatilo, fixing it ns 
sulphate of ammonia, until, as such, it is 
used by tho growing crop or passes 
through the soil in the drainage water. 

In most cases, it is probable that the 
lime of the gypsum has little* if any, 
effect in increasing the crop upon soils 
which are already well supplied with 
lime, and yet it is often upon just snch 
soils Hint gypsum shows at its best. In 
such soils there is littlodonbt that potash, 
either in unleached ashes, muriate or 
sulphate of potash, would have a more 
immediate and telling effect npon tho 
crop. Iu this cjiso the needed element 
(potash) is given to tlio soil in a solublo 
condition; in tho other, the plaster splits 
into two parts, so to say, tho lime lie- 
coming fixed and the sulphuric acid seiz¬ 
ing upon tho inert potnAh rendering it 
soluble. It will bo seen that plaster is 
Jtliereforo what may fairly lie called a 
'tstimulant—an excitant. How greatly 
soever it may increase the crop one sea¬ 
son, wo may look for a proportionate de¬ 
cline iho next. _____

Home varieties naturally grow upright 
like the Early Strawberry and Northeni 
Spy. A more spreading form may lie 
given them in pruning by cutting tho 
shoots just above an outside bud. Others, 
like the Rhode Island Greening, have a 
more spreading growth, and to train the 
young trees to a more upright shape, cut 
the shoots immediately nliove tlio inside 
bud. 

A common error in pruning is to thin 
out tin* cent ral portion of tho head, leav-V 
ing the outer part dense in growth. 
This practice should be reversed, and 
the outer part thinned, to let in the 
sunlight on the center. It should lie re- 
metnlMTed that with y«niugtrees from the 
nursery, if pruned after they are set in 
the orchard, the w°rk must lie done be¬ 
fore the buds swell or the young leaves 
expand, or else a formidable injury will 
be done them and their growth seriously 
checked, if they are not destroyed, by 
the retarded ojienition.

Having Camllea. 

Pieces of candles arc often wasted be¬ 
cause people do not understand howto 
nse them to tho lx*st advantage. 

When a candle has burned down to the 
edge of the candlestick take the candle 
out and stick four pins into it near the 
Imttom, then place it on the candlestick so 
that the pins will rest on and he supported 
hy the candlestick. In this way the small 
piece of candle can Is? burned entirely 
down, leaving no waste piecr*. There is 
more truth than one would believe in the 
old saying of “Waste not, want not,” nnd 
though it lie only a wee piece of candle the 
piece will give light and is worthy of be¬ 
ing saved. 

Another way to use the short hits of can¬ 
dle is this: Let a drop of the hot oil or 
wax fall from the candle upon a saucer or 
small plate, and press the liottom of the 
caudle firmly upon this melted drop. It 
will ndhcrj readily and burn down to the 
eud of the wick without danger or trouble.

NATIONALISM, 

Itnmfl fram thn New Natfgn. 

—Judge Tnnrgre Is not a nationalist, hut 
he Is hound to be one eventually if he 
keeps on the line* off Investigation followed 
In hls lecture on Christian socialism. “One 
of the worst thing*.” says the Judge, “that 
ban resulted from Christian teaching Is that 
mawkish, sicklsh thing called charity. In 
its concern for charity the world ha* lost 
sight of Justice—the Justice of Mount Olivet 
—which declares the absolute right of the 
weak to demand of the strong equal par¬ 
ticipation in the .good things of the world.” 

—Fruits of the competitive system — 
Business failures in the United States last 
week numbered 211, and in I’nniAg M, ■ 
total of 243, as compared with 200 for the 
corresponding week last year. 

-»A V'Htician'ft manoMivre.—The Joint 
committee on manufacture* In the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature has reported hills 
granting special permits to five or six towns 
to manufacture their own gas and elec¬ 
tricity. This is understood to be the out¬ 
come of n conference of republican leaders 
to meet tin* popular demand for municipal 
ownership. It Is agreed by old hands at 
politics that it will not do to go into the 
next campaign handicapped by a blank 
refusal to listen to so reasonable a demand. 
But are not the republican* weak in their 
programme ? In allowing one town to buy 
a gas or electric plant, do they not admit 
the principle for which all good nationalists 
contend'.’ It seems to us that this, the 
latest move of the republican*, I" the best 
kind of an argument in favor of a general 
statute under which any city «»r town ran 
vote to buy, own and run a lighting plant. 

—The defeat in tlie Massachusetts legis¬ 
lature of the hill fixing the hours of rail* 
road employees at not more than ten, was 
wrong. The statement made by some of 
the opponents of the hill, that the men did 
not want It, was a total mistake. The men 
do want it, hut they dare not petition for it, 
for they know perfectly well that any such 
action would cost them their places. There 
Is no Issly of workers which have to deal 
with such |Niwerfid organizations of capi¬ 
tal as the railroad employees. It takes u 
great deal of courage on tlieir purl to ven¬ 
ture a protest of liny sort. The 'Legisla¬ 
ture diil wrong In not coming to their 
relief. 

—Experienced oliserver at the state 
house is of tlie opinion that in spite of anti- 
lobby legislation the influence of tlio 
third house is as potent as ever. Corpora¬ 
tions and uu army of mercenaries are still 
encamped under the gilded dome. 

—Tho approval of the New York Post of 
the proposition to pension school teachers 
is a curious illustration of the way in which 
tin* nationalistic idea is leavening the lump. 

—President Whitney, of the West End 
railroad of Boston, proposes that if the 
mail cun be guaranteed exclusive control of 
tho street-railroad system for 80 years, free 
of tuxes, tributes or levies it will undertake 
to provide rapid transit for the city. Other¬ 
wise, he says nothing will he done. If Mr. 
Whitney would only couseiit to have a 
plaster east of his check taken for the 
world’s fair at Chicago, it would dwarf all 
other.exhibits. ’' . \ 

—Congressman Johu Davis: The times 
are dark, blit not desperate! A great mid 
United people, earnestly enlisted ill the 
cause of right and justice, are invincible! 
Tin* people of America must re-assert tin* 
declaration of Independence!

Art. 4 was to see If the town would ac¬ 
cept m recent net of the legislature, ctn- 
Itowering it to increase its water loan for 
un amount not exceeding 913,000. A mo¬ 
tion wo* submitted by Judge Humphrey 
covering this point and was carried by n 
vote of Liu yea to 1 no. 

Art, 3 was to authorize the town to sell 
Isolds at private or public salt* for the pur* 
|mmc of carrying out the provisions of Ar¬ 
ticle 4. On motion of tlie same party the 
meeting voted unanimously to sell such 
bonds, redeemable in thirty years or less. 

Art. i, was to see if the town would raise 
and appropriate 922,000 for a Public Li¬ 
brary building. 

S. D. Canterbury, for a committee ap¬ 
pointed to investigate tho want* of the II- 
hrary nnd see what action it was W*t to take, 
reported that then? was urgent need of n 
building und immediate action should Iks 
taken. He submitted a motion that tlie 
town raise and appropriate 922.UU0 for that 
pnrpoae, which motion was curried by a 
vote of 238yes t>> 77 noes.

In Homo instances tile cannot Ik? read¬ 
ily obtain* d. at least not without paying 
heavy trau>p.»rtatioii e.v|M.-nses, and other 
means of constructing the drain have to 
lie found. I havo tweil l>oard troughs : 
with excellent results. The poorest kind; 
of lnmher may Ik* utilized for this pur¬ 
pose. Two hoards aro nailed together at 
right angles and held firmly in place by 
strips nailed diagonally across. Such 
troughs may Ik? placed directly upon a 
carefully graded, hard, stiff clay bottom, 
or tip m a line of hoards placed upon soft 
bottom in same way as the tile. Stones 
and pebbles, where plentiful, can Ik? used 
to good advantage also; but to get n 
prop rly constructed drain with Hitch 
material tho inexperienced owner will 
always find it safest ami cheapest to 
have the work done by somebody that, 
understands it. Ttle is always best, and 
drains thus made will bo of more lasting 
value. All stone drains are quite liable 
to get choked up after awhile, since it is 
almost impossible* to keep tho soil from 
washing and working among the stones, 
and finally fill np tho throat.
